DOWN THE CENTER POLE. 


Lightning Invaded a Crowded Circus and 
Nins Perscnus Were Killed. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., June 22.—While a large 
crowd of spectators were laughing at the 
antics of clowns and wordering atthe skill 
of acrobats under Ringling Bros.’ circus 
tent at a late hour yesterday afternoon, a 
bolt of lightning struck the center pole of the 
tent, striking terror tothe hearts ofall. Only 


the great presence of mind of circus em- 
ployes prevented a disastrous panic. Nine 
persons were killed by the deadly bolt anda 
great number were injured. The dead bodies 
were carried tothe engine-house and laid 
out for identification.

Another Victim of Poisoning in 
. the Mckibben Family. 


Mra. Stewart Succumbs This Afternoon | ° 
After Exeruciating Suffering. 


THE INQUEST ON HER FATHER POST- 
PONED FOR POLICE INVESTIGATION. 


Maud McKibben, Who Refused to Partake 
of the Dinner Which Is Sup- 
posei to Have Contained the 
Poison, Complsins of Sick- 
ness To-Day—Statement of a Druggist 
Dr. Green’s Story. 


Mrs. Charles Stewart, daughter of John 
McKibben, who died at st. Luke’s Hospital 
on Tuesday under circumstances strongly in- 
dicating that he had been poisoned, also 
succumbed at 2 o’clock this afternoon 
at her home, 1825A North Twentieth street. 
Mrs. J. C. Briggs, another daughter of Mrs. 
McKibben, 18 very sick at her 
husband’s residence, 3637 Portis avenue, and 
the sickness is pronounced the same as that 
which resulted in the death of father and 
sister. 

In yesterday’s Post-DISPATCH 
stated that the Coroner would in- 
vestigate the case, as there were 
reasons for believing that the food eaten by 
the McKibben family last Friday at. dinner 
had been poisoned. But notwithstanding 
the deaths practically no official steps have 
been taken to clear up what promies 
to be a remarkable case, possibly in- 
volving murder. An inquest- was to 
have been held this morning upon 
the remains. of the dead man, but 
it was postponed. The affair is one which 
calls for prompt and thorough investigation, 
but so slow is the process of getting a 
case from the Coroner to the police 
and vice versa that up to noon to-day 
no detective or other police official 
had even visited the McKibben house 

HOW THEY WERE ATTACKED. 

The story, as briefly outlined yesterday, is 
that on Friday last Mrs. Biggs visited her 
father’s house and took dinner 
there. Mrs. Stewart prepared the 
meal, which consisted of soup, 
boiled cabbage, canned corned beef, bread, 
butter and tea. Almost immediately after 
eating, those who partook of the 
repast were taken violently sick, all 
ofthem vomiting freely and complaining of 
sore throats and mouth andof excruciating 
cramps. John McKibben was removed 
to St. Luke’s Hospital where, after suffering 
intense pain he died on Tuesday as stated, 
Mrs. Biggs was taken home and Mrs. 
Stewart remained at her home 
confined to her bed. The 
latter rallied yesterday, but last night she 
grew worse oa this morning sank into a 
stupor. At 7 clock this morning she 
was evidently fn 2 6 condition. 

Mekibben's family consisted of his wife, 
the two daughters named Mrs. Wetzel anda 
younger daughter named spe 
who 18 about 19 yea 
age. Owing to marital troubles — “McKib- 
ben does not live with her husband, but re- 
sides with her daughter, Mrs. Biggs, on 
Portis avenue. 

Mrs. Biggs, however, retained her friendly 
relations with her father and other 
sisters, and sometimes visited them.

Maud McKibben helped Mrs. Stewart get 
dinner. She went to Herman Flunker's 
grocery at Twentieth and N. Market streets, 
and bought some corned beef and also pro- 
cured the cabbage. Her abstention from 
eating any of the food has led to her being 
closely questioned and tothe bringing out of 
some very interesting facts. 

When a Post-DIsPATCH reporter called at 
the house this morning he found Miss Maud 
lying on a pallet in the front room, back of 
which isthe room in which Mrs. Stewart lay 
unconscious and gasping for breath. Mrs. 
Wetzel,severalwomen from the neighborhood 
and Chas.Stewart were in the house ,anxiously 
awaiting the arrtval of Dr. J. M. Grant, who 
has been attendiug Mrs. Stewart, They stood 
about the bed ofthe dying woman, helpless 
to relieve her. Stewart ‘said that 
Maud had been taken sick this morning and 
led the reporter to were the young girl lay.

There, under 
intelligent direction, it will be placed in 
position, sothat when the first party of 
mothers and babies arrives all will be in 
readiness. 

Then will commence the heavy drafts on 
the fund. To-day there is over $2,000 in bank to 
the credit of the camp. There will be ad- 
ditions to this sum from various sources, and 
much money has been saved by generous 
contributions of needed goods from leading 
merchants. 

But if no child that needs the outing is to 
be refused, and no mother whose baby is 
dying for want of fresh air is to be told she 
. be accommodated at the camp, much 

re money is needed. 

The camp will be open for ten weeks and 
the operating expenses will be very heavy in 
spite of every effort that will be made to pre- 
vent waste. Whileit will be exacted of the 
superintendent and matron that no waste be 
permitted, the beneficiaries will not be 
stinted in any direction. 

They will not be put on poor-house diet, 
nor will the restrictions in any direction be 
institutional. The food will, in items and 
quantity, be prescribed by the physician as 
best calculated to restore the children to 
health and strengthen the mothers. In qual- 


} ity it will be the best obtainable. 


Cleanliness will be exacted of all persons 
in the camp and ont-door exercises en- 
couraged. The result of this will be the 
rapid destruction of vast quantities of stores 
for the purchase of which a large fund must 
be provided. 

Many of the persons who will sit at the 
camp table will for the first time in their 
lives know what food without stint means. 
It is one of the designs of this charity that 
they have this experience, that they may 
acquire strength to meet the hardships to 
which they must return, 

To the mothers and to the older children 
the week or weeks ‘they will spend at Tree 
View Farm Will be as memorable for the food 
as for the liberty of the fields and woods, the 
air, the cleanliness and the comfort of the 


camp.

Oonvulsions of the Earth Which Have 
Killed Many Thousands. 
From the Chicago Herald, 

At Pohin, China, 300,000 persons were 
buried in a moment in 1662, and 100, 000 again 
in the same city in 1731. The earthquake at 
Lima, Oct. 28, 1846, extended to Callao, and 
18,000 persons perished, This convulsion, 
which spread along the coast 200 leagues, 
began about 10:30 o’clock at night. The

CRUELTY TO CONVICTS. 

The report made by Dr. Priest testify- 
ing to the sanity of the ex-conyict, James 
Sprague, places the penitentiary authori- 
ties in a bad light. Nothing short of a 
thorough investigation will free them 
from the odium which must rest upon 
them until the convict’s charges are ex- 
ploded. 

Sprague, who, according to Dr. Priest, 
is a clear-headed fellow with plenty of 
common sense, makes specific accusations 
of cruelty of the most revolting nature. 
He was pronounced insane by the Warden, 
but the deputy who brought him to St. 
Louis produces no evidence of insanity ex- 
cept that he acted in a surly and cranky 
manner, and in many other ways showed 
a lack of balance.“ Sprague avers that

several other convicts were thus found he children will thus be relieved from the 


crazy and punished for the misfortune by 
whippings, beatings and solitary confine- 
ment. 

Whatever truth there may be in these 
charges there can be no doubt of the tem- 
per and disposition which prompted the 
telegram sent to Dr. Priest giving notice 
that released convicts were on the way: 
„Sent down one of your cranks to-day. 
Meet us at train to-night.’’ These are 
cruel words. Dothey not make Sprague’s 
story credible? Brutal language does not 
come from kindly men. 

The ex-convict’s testimony is supported 
by the Warden’s hpartless telegram. The 
two together afford a basis for a thorough 
inquiry and an overhauling of the whole 
system of prison management. Nothing 
short of this will satisfy the people of Mis- 
souri and if the penitentiary authorities 
are blameless they will not only welcome 
investigation, but demand it.

BAVE THE GIRLS. 

The Illinois Legislature did one good 
thing during its recent session. It provided 
for the establishment in that State of a 
house of refuge for young girls between 
the ages of 10 and 16. It appropriated 
$75,000 for the purchase of a site and $8,000 
a year for the support of the institution. 
The purpose of this home for juvenile fe- 
male offenders is to provide for the main- 
tenance, discipline and reformation of 
girls of the required ages, who. may have 
been convicted of any misdemeanor and 
in the discretion of the law officers com- 
mitted to it. Thé term of commission 
must be for not less than three months 
nor beyond minority. The control of the 
home is vested in seven directors, four of 
whom must be women. 

It is said that the provision for the estab- 
lishment of this institution is due to the 
work of one woman, Mrs. M. R. M. Wal- 
lace, who devoted herself to the task of 
securing it. She has accomplished a noble 
achievement in behalf of her State and the 
unfortunate youth of hersex. Itis a work 
that should have long ago been done for 
Missouri, This State is sadly in need of 
an institution of this kind. It is especially 


needed for this city wherechundreds of 


girls on the verge of womanhood require 
the care, discipline and educational influ- 
ences of just such an institution to save 
them from vicious careers.

LELAND sTANFORD. 

Personally Leland Stanford was a man 
of blameless life and good abilities. The 
most creditable part of his career, how- 
ever, was that prior to the completion of 
the Central Pacific Railroad. During that 
period he really accomplished something 
of moment in the world by force of native 
ability and character. At that time he had 
no leverage in great wealth, all his 
projects being carried out in spite of 
natural obstacles and without large capi- 
tal. Itis by his work then, that the man 
should be measured. Since he came to de- 
pend upon his riches rather than upon 
himself he has aceomplished nothing ex- 
cept through his wealth. 

In his public career he was merely re- 
spectable, accepting things as he found 
them, but never giving the slightest 
indication of a knowledge of political ten- 


~dencies or a grasp on political principles. 


His political influence flowed not from the 
employment of moral or intellectual facul- 
ties in the service of the public, but was 
due to the peculiar conditions on the Pa- 
cific Coast which made money rather thau 
personal qualities the criterion of merit. 
In his own case it is probable that his en- 
ergies were deadened and his faculties 
hampered by the wealth which hung like a 
weight upon him. Had he not been a great 
millionaire he might have been a great 


man. | 


Thus his wealth was his misfortune, He 
might’ have been remembered in his own 
State as an honorable and public-spirited 
citizen, perhaps as a statesman. Instead of. 
this he will be known simply as a million- 
aire of unknown talents who had the good 
sense to place his wealth at the disposal of 
men of ideas to build up a great and benefi- 
cent scheme of educetion.

The American display is comprehensive 
and brilliant. The foreign critics agree to 
that. But the foreigners themselves have 
made much larger contributions than to any 
other enterprise of such a character ever 
held outside of Europe. Americans who are 
not able to crossthe Atlantic will see many 
noble creations of European art. Of course 
none Of the priccless paintings like Raphael’s 
„Holy Family’’ of the London Art Gallery. 
or the great Murillo of the Louvre, and no 
pieces of statuary like the Venus di uno“ 
and the Venus di Medici’’ are here.

‘CURIOUS CULPRITS. 


The Church Fulminated Its Anathema 
Against Insect Pests. 
From the Chicago Times. 

History supplies many instances of curious 
culprits. Vermin ha: in all ages proved 
prolific devastators. was the custom in 
medieval times for sufferers by their depre- 
dations to have recourse to the church, which 
iA due time fulminated anathemas against 
the culprits. The procedure in such cases re- 
sembied that in vogue in the ordinary legal 
tribunals, The plaintiſf appointed counsel, 


the court accorded one to represent the de- 
fendants, and the ecclesiastical Judge 
summed up and gave sentence. 

Bartholomew de Chasseneux, a noted law- 
yer of the sixteenth century, was a great 
authority in this department of law and cus- 
tom, being author ofan exhaustive treatise 
on the subject, said to combine remarkable 
skill with vast erudition. He was also a suc. 
cessful advocate in these peculiar trials. On 
one occasion he was eS counsel for 
the defense in a case where a horde of rats 
were sued for devastation committed in the 
harvest flelds ofa large portion of the prov- 
ince of Burgundy. Chasseneux’s defense in 
this important trial was considered. very 
clever, although to modern ears it sounds 
Uke a tissue of nonsense. 

He sho that the rats had not received 
formal notice and obtained a pronouncement 
that the parsons of the afflicted parishes 
should announce an adjournment and sum. 
mon the defendants to appear ona certain 
day. On the adjourned trial he complained 
that the delay accorded his 2 had been 
too short tO allow of their appearance in 
consequence of the road on "fatested with 
cats.

A TERRIBLE SWORD 8TROKE. 


Feats Which Are Ferformed by a Man 
Who Knows His Weapon. 
From the London Globe. 

Feats of swordsmanship, such as cutting 
through triangular bars of lead or carcasses 
of sheep, are performed with special weap- 
ons, and on this subject, and that of sword 
blows genera lly, Mr. Henderson, the well- 
known professor Of swordsmanship, and for 
many years connected with Angelo’s School 


of Arms, has related some interesting facts 
toa iter for the Globe. Though no longer 
quite so young as he was, he is stin active 
and hearty, and must have been tn his prime 
a very powerful man weighing 190 pounds. 

He has in his time at one stroke eut through 
two epee one carcass insiie the other, and 
in a similar manner throughtwo and three- 
quarter inches of solid lead. 

A specially made cuirass, much thought of 
at the time by the Puke f Cambridge, when 
tested by the redoubtable Henderson was cut 
ciean through, steel plates, six to the inch, 
and ordinary pokers have been severed at 
one blow by the same strong arm. These 
exploits were all accomplished with a sword 
made for him by the old firm of Wilkinson. 
It is called ‘‘Excalibur’’ and weighs but four 
pounds. It is perfectly plain, slightly 
curved, has a hilt something like a naval 
cutiass and is tempered to perfection. 

Mr. Henderson was present at the battle of 
Chillianwalahk in 1849, and can testify to some 
remarkable instances ofthe power ofa keen 
sword, Towards the termination of the fight, 
as the British troops were slowly retiring, a 
sikh challenged by his gestures and deflant 
attidude an Irish soldier to leave the ranks 
and engage in single combat. 

One thrust from his bayonet went might 
through the sikh, who, though mortally 
wounded, instantaneously with his razgor- 
edged tulwar cleft hisopponent’s head intwo 
as far down as the base of the neck, both fall- 
ing dead atthe same instant. After this en- 
gagement a sikh was found sitting on the 
ground apparently unhurt, yet holding his 
hands up to his head, and when the surgeon 
bade him lower his arms he fell dead on the 
spot, with half bis skull gone, the entire up- 
per part having been cut clean through,

The strike of the composition roofers; 
which began a week ago yesterday, was 
brought to a close to-day by 4 
settlement of differences 
John M. Sellers and the union. About 


160 men have deen ona strike, and of this 
number Mr. Sellers — . — 12%. He offered 
to-day to put the entire union to work, 
so that, although the other mas- 
ter roofers did not sign the agree- : 
ment, Mr. ers’ action has virtually 
ut an end to the strike, According to the 
erms of the contract presented by the 
union, and signed by Mr. Sellers, roofing 
foremen are to receive $2.75 per day; all other 
8 5 day; drivers, 
a with steady work as far 
+9 practicable. Drivers are to be laid 
off only when there is no work for them. 
Mr. Sellers agrees to employ union men in 
preference to non-union men, and in all 
cases to lay of newly — Age men, 
but to retain union men business 
be slack. When there is a rush of work 
Mr. Sellers reserves the rightto hire out- 
siders at $2.25, but promises to them §2.50 
a day after two weeks’ trial. The settlement 
is to a certain extent a compromise. When 
the men struck they demanded 
$2.50 a day for all roofers and drivers 
and $3 per day for foremen, Last April the 
master roofers and the journeymen reached 
an agreement whereby drivers and laborers 
— to get $2.25 per day, skilled rockers, $2.50 
da and foremen $2.75 per "day. 
at the men claimed that very few skilled 
men were getting $2.50 a day and they struck. 
The settlement is on the lines of the old 
agreement. The union held a meeting at 
11:30 o’clock this morning and received the 
report of President Patrick Barner’s success- 
ful visit to Mr. Sellers. At noon all of Mr. 
Sellers’ old men went back to work. It is ex-

NEW C., B. & C. ROUTE. 


Will Reach Their Depot via Wright and 
Nineteenth Sireets—Real Estate News. 


After buying ground for their right-of-way 
to the proposed new depot ofthe O., B. & C. 
Rallroad at Twentieth street and Washington 
avenue as far north as Cass avenue along 
Nineteenth street, the ratiroad company 
ceased buying for a long time and the 
agents and interested parties were unable 
to trace their proposed route by their pur- 
chases further. Just about this time the 
Standard Real Estate Co., a private corpora- 
tion, who had sold some of their 


roperty near Nineteenth street to the C., B. 
ko. bought three or four pieces of ground 
about Seventh and Eighth streets, between 
O' Fallon street and Cass avenue. 
The Standard Real Estate Co. was 
confused with those buying for 
the railroad and those who were interested 
in the movements of the railroad in 
the location of their new passenger 
depot came to the conclusion 
that they were coming east to their 
right of way on the Levee through the block 
between O’Fallon*and Cass avenue.

evolution of species or any other theory that 
is prevalent at the time, I examine that 
theory—not with the close attention of one 
who is looking for a relief, but beceuse 
it is my duty us a novelist to 
know what interests my fellow men. Ishould 
not be doing my work properly asa novelist 
if i did not study all those questions. But 
when youask meiflama Comtist, I have to 
reply that I have found much in his theory 
with which 1 agre: Perhaps HI bad the req- 
uisite time t dy his system thoroughly I 
might be w r to it, but Ican only play 
with philosophy as an amateur would, tam 
not a professional thinker. At the same 
time, Lown that Iam more drawn towards 
Comte’s theories than to many others, and 1 
do not see with regret the youth of France in- 
Cliningtothat dectrine. You must remem. 
ber that the peasant, who isthe mr st import. 
ant factor in the State, cannot exist withont 
a certain religion or faith. He must seek re- 
lief from his hard manual labor in thought 
of some Kind, The history of our coun- 
try has been -varied—perhaps more 80 
than that of most countries-and the 
peasant has pleced together for him- 
self ideas which ne has formulated from 
hat he has heard or read, and compares 
the ideal he has formed with what pe sees 
going on around him, It seems to me that 
the task of establishing and maintaining a 
republic m this country is rendered re 
dificult by these beliefs on the part of the 
peasant. Ithink that Oomtism—a system 
which does not so much look at causes as 
effects—is a theory which would be of benefit 
to the peasant and, indeed, to all classes.

It may not have been an original discovery 
on my part, but I was soon convinced of the 
- eorrectness of a curious series of surmises 
growing out of much previous observation 
and study of the habits, manners and speech 
of London folk in general; a conclusion 
’ which seems worthy ot extended discussion 
dy others more able to make exact and 
- authoritative comparison. This was, in brief, 
that the generic things we call ‘‘cockney- 
Ums, in speech and manners, really have 
their origin chiefly among London coster- 
- mongers. 
It is exceedingly dificult to make this clear 
to those who have not lived in London and 
Also in large cities of other countries, long 
~enoughto have caught that exceedingly 
- winsome feature of all great, old and com- 
pact communities which, fora better name, 
May be called local color. Observation 
will nearly always disclose it to largely con- 
upon higher 
Classes from unique or outlandish lower 
classes, that genial diablerle and humorous 
or tragic realism of the lowly almost in- 
Stantly transformed into the wit, humor, 
repartee and ‘‘slang’’ of those above them; 
until, in degree, habits of speech, forms of the 
commoner colloquial expressions and even 
distinctive mannerisms become fixed and 
characteristic with and uponthat grade of 
folk closest in mind, feeling and vocation to 
the characterful lowly people whom they 
have consciously or tinconsciously imitated. 
Thus I have heard in noted Paris salons the 
common jibes of the canaille and the boule- 
vardieres, from lips quite unconscious of 
their origin; in American clubs and drawing- 
rooms, countless cant and patter expres- 
pions already long previously discarded in 
* New York’s Bowery slums, where they first 
took form; in the finest Edinburgh homes, 
the wise, curt and droll sayings of Newhaven 
fish-wives and the denizens of Cowgate 
and Grassmarket; andfrom London concert 
halis, up through London clubs, past English 
castles and noblemen’s city homes, to the 
floor of the Parliament itself, the latest epi- 
thet and newest catch-phrase of London 
costermongers, coined by my coster friends 
in moments of ‘‘four-ale’’ inspiration at free 
Smoking room concerts, at penny-gaffs, 
or in valiant biackguarding battles with 
Covent Garden porters and the glib-tongued 
**mobbers’’ or fish-carriers of ancient and 
Wordus Billingsg ats 
As to ‘‘cockney’’ London folk high and 
low, clear and distinct lines may be drawn. 
The coster is the typical, indeed the genuine, 
cockey. His vernacular which is so outland- 
ish that one has to have long acquintance 
with it to understand itatail, isnot slang, 
because it is his original and unaffected mode 
of expression. His swagger, his unctuous 
oaths, his terrible objurgations, his itmpul- 
sive generosity, his reckless gambling, his 
fondness for pets, his roving ways within 
the great city, his grotesque apparel, his 
aversion toa fixed habitation, his suspicion 
ofanything savoring of religion, his uncon- 
querable Agnosticism, his self-reliance, his 
fatalism, his fondness for his kin and yet his 
seeming brutality inall domestic relations, 
his hardness and his tenderness, and his al- 
most stern and €partan loyalty to his friends, 
his race and his traditions, are all inexplica- 
ble and tantalizing to one studying his 
character little or long; but they are abso- 
lutely and tnviolably his own. There is not 
an iota of pretense, hypocrisy or affectation 
about him. Because of this, millions of Lon- 
don lowly next him in the social scale, have 
in from 400 to 500 years’ time been uncon- 
scious imitators of much of his speech, some 
of his manners, a good dealof his swagger 
and biuster, and nota little of his hardness 
and brutality. All these latter folk are often 
generically regarded as ‘‘cockney.’’ But 
their cockneyism is assumed, copied, unreal. 
Consequently itis as offensive to the intel-

The longer one studies these curious lowly 
folk of London, the greater is the wonder 
that they have not proven a more fruitful 
subject for the novelist, or at least for such 
masters of character painting as Thackeray, 
Reade and Dickens. They have always been 
utilized as the butt of quips and quirks by the 
penny- a-liner, the wits of Punch, the news- 
paper paragraphers, and, in a low sort of 
way, to raise the loudest guffgaws at the 
myriad music halls of London, But not until 
quite recently has their character been 


their weaknesses, virtues and traits appeal-, 
ing to universal human recognition, been 
portrayed by a man of subtle perception and 
ardent sympathies. 

That man is Albert Chevalier. Of French, 
Welsh and Irish extraction, he was destined 
by his parents for the priesthood, But 
instead he became a successful actor of the 
legitimate comedy under the Barncrofts, the 
Kendals and later at the Court Theater under 
Manager Hare. In time he found himseif a 
popular leading comedian without an en- 
gu gement. Offerscame to him for engage- 
ments in burlesque as second comedian. 
This was going backward; something a 
London actor cannot afford to do. Some of 
his work in comedy had brought him among 
the costermongers of character study; and 
he remembered that any song he had sung 
in his various characters bearing on these 
droll folk, had been received with peculiar 
favor. He suddenly resolved to turn music 
hall singer, a resolution which carried 
out in London ordinarily means complete so- 
cial ostracism. But from the time this deter- 
mination was reached, Chevalier must be 
considered in the light of poet, composer and 
Singer. He continued his coster studies with 
a positive genius, a splendid education anda 
successful actor’s alert perception of what is 
necessary, as with the painter, to not only 
reveal by true realism, but to reveal in the 
subtler power of suggestion, behind them; 
and the resuit was that since his first singing 
of ‘‘The Coster’s Serenade’’ at the London 
Pavilion, in February, 1691, he has held the 
extraordinary position of being the only per- 
former upon any stage, so unique in his line 
of rendition and so masterſul in his artistic 
skill as to prevent the slightest attempt at 
rivalry. 

He is but 30 years of age, yet his income 
from his nightly performances at four leading 
London music halls and from royalties on his 
songs is from $600 to $1,000 per week—nearly 
equaling the salary ofthe President of the 
United States; and all this from merely dis- 
covering the costermongers of London and 
revealing them to the people of London. It 
has deen done in a way to reach their hearts 
as Well as their sense of humor lastingly, as 
is shown in the fact that his present engage- 
ments are permanent fora period of five 
years. He is aquiet, studious fellow, and 
while his incomparable success has opened 
to him the doors of the great and noble houses 
in London, where his genuine scholarship 
and refinement would render hima social 
acquisition without the glamour of success, 
he leads a modest ilfe in his own pretty home 
alongside the Thames, almost under the 
shadow of Windsor Castle, where his books, 
his punt and fishing-rod are his chief com- 
panions. 


This much regarding the man’s personal- 
ity. To convey to others who are un- 
acquainted with costermongers themselves, 
the peculiar conditions of London life and so- 
clety which make it possible for a man to de- 
rive a princely income from creating and in- 
terpreting—for Chevalier is more than a mere 
singer upon the stage—two or three coster 
songs each year,isa difficult task. London 
is almost a great world in itself. Its costers, 
distinctive in character, vocation, speech, 
traits, habits and customs, had previousiy 
remained an almost unknown people to wnat 
may be regarded as intellectual London. If 
Charles Dickens were Uving and had written 
a great work of fiction in which coster life 
and love had been delineated so powerfully 
that all London stood amazed at its own ig- 
norance of its own lowly, the coster man and 
woman could not have been more firmly set 
upon the pedestals of sentiment than has 
Chevalier placed them, through his 
strong flash-lights and bold, broad 
strokes of delineation in character 
representation and song. He has brought to 
almost universal attention the mirthful and 
serious sides of coster character. He has 
shown that there are coster comedy and 
tragedy like that possible toyourlife and 
mine. In one after another of his marvelous 
impersonations like The Coster’s Sere- 
nade,’’ The Coster's Courtship,’’ The 
Future Mrs. *Awkins,’’ wort Oner, 
he Nasty Way E Sez It,“ and 
Our Little Nipper, ’’ he has 
brought the very heart throbbings of 
this uncouth class, often through pathetic 
tenderness, so close to those of his hearers, 
that the great London public, from preutice 
boy to prince, have awakened to the fact that 
costers are actually human creatures, pos- 
sessing at least some of the common attri- 
butes of human kind. 

Chevalier found that the costers really 
made love to each other; that there were 
rude Komeosand Jullets amoag them; and 
such hints as these are given ot the gentle 
passion between pearl- buttoned Jackeys and 
their ‘‘*donahs:’’ 

You ain't forgotten yet that night in May, 

Down at the Welsh Arp. w’ich is Endon way? 

You fancied winkies an’ a pot o tea; 

Four alf,“ I murmured, ‘*’s good enough for me; 
Give me a word of ’ope that I may win—’’ 

You prods me gently with the winkle pin; 

We was as ’appy as co uld be that day, 

Down at the Welsh Arp, w’icn is ’Endon way. 

**Wot Cher“ is an inimitable delineation of 
the coster in his roystering, hilarious mood. 
The Nasty Way E Sea It,“ which has been 
pirated and putto ignoble usein America, 
though told iu the uncouth coster way of a 
sneering, tault-fnding pal, is a most 
wonderful satire on that omnipresent class 
of croakers who descend like harpies upon 
all well-earned comfort and content. His 
latest creation, Our Little Nipper,’’ dis- 
closes the coster parental love for and pride 
in the coster boy, who is assidiously 
**taught’’ by his radiant father, 

Not in books, of course, for them e can’t abide— 
But in artful little lkey’s little ways ‘ 
As makes the people sit up w’ere we stays. 

Chevalier’s influence has been healthful 
and good. While, as in London pariance, 
coster stock is looking up, there is decidedly 
less Of imitated cockneyism and coster slang 
among the lowly,and less every-day buffoon- 
ery among the cockney cadsof London. De- 
fining and reviling costers as a class have 
brought them into line for social and literary 
contemplation. This of itself graaually 
tends to confine imitators toa very low class 
of minds, whose influence upon manners and 
speech is ‘without weight, and delmeators to 
a very high order of intellect, as with Chev- 
aller, with painters and with novplists, who 
will do the costers no harm, d who win 
mist the public’s eye or touch the public’s 
heart ina way that always makes it better 
for a thrill of mirth or sadness, 

Chevalier’s coster dialect is admirably 
clean; too clean to be the real thing; but he 
uses enough of their original expressions to 
place the real coster before his gréat audi- 
ences. From having lived and toiled among 
them, my note- books are full of their curious 
forms of speech. They cannot be reprodyced 
in print, Owing to their terrible profanity 
and awful commingling of obscenity; wulle it 
must be remembered that the coster is abso- 
lutely unconscious of either, and would in- 
stantly put up his fivers’’ toany one who 
would seriously intimate that he was not 
scrupulously respectful and polite, They 
are ali, men and women, wonderful whist- 
lers, and they have an odd sort of call and 
answer, a monotoue acceutuated thas:

Death of a Man Poisoned by Coffee—Other 
Deaths Expected. 


ALLIANCE, O., June 22.—Preston Osborne, 
his wife, twochildren and an uncle of Mrs. 
Osborne’s named Heintzelman, living with 
them at their home in Phalanx, a village 
twenty miles north ofthis city, were made 
deathly sick by some polsonous substances 
in the coffee, which they drank at supper a 
week ago. A doctor was summoned, who 
administered antidotes, and they appeared 
to be getting better until Tuesday, when 
Heintzelman suddenly became worse and in 
a few hours bloated to twice his natural 
size. He died last night in awful 
agony. Osborne and his wife have also 
grown worse and their bodies are bloating. 
Three physicians, who have been in constant 
attendance for the past twenty-four hours, 
say they cannot recover. The two children, 
though still quite sick, will likely recover. A 
carpenter who was working for Osborne that 
day and two other. children did not drink 
any of the coffee and @éscaped. What was in 
the coffee and how it got there is a great 
mystery, and is causing much excitement in 
the village. Heintzelman’s stomach has 
been taken to a chemist in Cleveland for 
analysis.
